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Insert guidewire into colon through anus 
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Sever needle and clamp first end of filament, or pass the needle out through abdominal 
wall and then sever needle and clamp first end of filament. 



Withdraw guidewire from colon causing second, opposite end of filament to pass into 
colon, through colon and out anus. 



Attach second end of filament to drainage tube. 



Pull first end of filament to cause attached drainage tube to be pulled into and through 
colon. 



If first end of filament has not yet been passed through abdominal wall, pass it through 
abdominal wall now (with aid of a needle or needle-like implement). 



Pull the filament so that the drainage tube tip abuts cecal wall and the cecum abuts the 
abdominal wall. 



Secure the drainage tube in place by fixing the filament to the skin. 



Complete the surgical operation 



Start postoperative colonic drainage and decompression by directing suction into one 
end of the drainage tube 
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
